DDXD-West 
FROM THE VAST WESTLAND 

A Late-breaking news as we go to press: on 3/22 the FCC approved nighttime IBOC operation for 
AM, effective 30 days after publication in the National Register (meaning it will begin sometime 
around May 1). Needless to say, it is a troubling new day for our hobby. Still, there are many more 
chapters to be written before this story is over, and the ending is no foregone conclusion. Number 
of stations converting and speed with which they do, public acceptance of IBOC, sale of new radios, 
competition from other media, interference issues, initiation and outcome of litigation, number of 
stations that fold rather than convert-- these and many other issues, market not regulatory, will in 
the end decide whether AM IBOC stays or goes. We plan to be here documenting every turn in this 
story. Stay tuned-- it is no time to turn off the radio now! 

A. The 3/19 DX test from KMTI 650 Manti UT proved to be highly successful, heard as far away as 
the East Coast! We have documented DDXD-W reporter John Tucker's key role in getting this test 
on the drawing board (see #74-21 and 74-22), and lead off the “DX Tests” section with John’s own 
logging of this test. Big “Thank-Yous” go out to KMTI’s Chief Engineer Doug Barton, and as always 
to our hard-working Test Coordinator Les Rayburn for doing the heavy work on this test. 

A. Here is one of those “I just stopped at the corner establishment to have one innocent little Bever- 
age, and before I knew it had consumed a whole six-pack” stories. You may recall from our last 
issue that Richard E. Wood was experimenting with a new 500-foot East longwire, replacing his 
NE longwire felled by a careless yardman who was taking down a tree. Well, Richard did not stop 
at 500 feet. He replaced his longwire with an East Beverage, un-terminated and 8-10 feet off the 
ground. At first this antenna had a length of 1000 feet (loggings of 3/2 through 3/4 below), which 
was soon extended to 1500 feet (3/5 through morning of 3/9) and then to 1800 feet (evening of 3/9 
on). And Richard promises he is not done yet. Read on to find what Richard was hearing with each 
of these lengths. 

A The next issue, #74-25, is the last of our three biweeklies, as we begin our monthlies in May. Dead- 
line for our next issue is 4/5, at 1300 ELT for e-mail and in that day’s delivery for USPS mail.

The DXer sent a recording of his reception 
and it sounded like he was 50 miles away instead of on the other side of 
the world. It was way cool because I was the operator on duty at the studio 
at the time that he heard us. Not on air yet is our CP to increase power to 
10000 / 25000, and that will come once the proof of performance measurements 
are completed and approved. However, the proofs could take several weeks 
to several months to complete. Once all of that is done, increasing the power 
is just a matter of pressing a few buttons. Everything is already in place. After 
the 10000/25000 CP is on I fully expect them to apply for 25000/25000. The 
new transmitter facility was constructed with 50 kw components including 
a Harris 3DX-50 transmitter. (PG-CO)

The United States joins France, Germany, and Netherlands in the implementation of digital AM! In 
a March 22 press release, the FCC announced a Second Report and Order and Second Further Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking authorizing nighttime digital transmission on the AM broadcast band. Though 
there was some dissention among FCC commissioners, it was all regarding public service, oblivious 
to interference issues. The FCC is abrogating its responsibility to protect stations from interference, 
content to have broadcasters battle it out in court. Then there’s the potential for border disputes with 
Canada and Mexico. It will be interesting to follow how skywave interference issues will be addressed 
as radio stations attempt to transmit wideband hybrid analog/ digital 24/7. Let the games begin. 

I’m all blurry-eyed after compiling yet another 
edition of intense DX logs. Keep up the intensity!

A big surprise 
this season has been 580 Puerto Rico, very regular, though its strength leaves a bit to desire. 
On the evening of November 18, the “96.7 Sensacional” feed of the R.Rebelde network was 
noted on several unusual channels such as 5025 SW. It’s only the second time I heard this 
relay over shortwave. It’s also the second time, I hear that on 670. As far as Cuba goes, ev- 
eryone is picking up Rebelde, Progreso and Reloj way over the weaker US signals, all over 
North America, so reporting them is of little relevance.

Making Airwaves: A Review

Recently I reviewed a book for DX News, Music Radio, by Jim Cox. Because I got my radio clubs 
mixed up, in that review I said that I would lend the book to any AWA member. I meant to write that 
I would lend the book to any National Radio Club member. To limit the loan to AWA members and to 
announce it in DX News would be a rudeness that I hope that I am not capable of . Thank you for not 
contacting me to complain. 

Here is another book review, and if any National Radio Club member wants to borrow it, let me 
know. 

The book Iam going to review is Making Airwaves, subtitled 60 Years At Milo’s Microphone. It is the 
autobiography of Milo Hamilton, co-authored by Dan Schlossberg with Bob Ibach, with foreword by 
Milo’s friend, the great pitcher Nolan Ryan. The book was published in 2006 by Sports Publishing 
L.L.C., Champaign, IL. 

Who is Milo Hamilton? He has been a play-by-play sportscaster for a fair bit longer than a half 
century. During his career, Milo has done broadcasts of several sports; however, most of his effort and 
fame involve baseball. As of 2006, he was still doing Houston Astros games on KTRH, and he may be 
doing them this year also. Like his fellow voice artist Paul Harvey, Milo started in the 1940’s and still 
keeps on talking. 

An Iowa boy, one of his first broadcast jobs was to do the lowa Hawkeyes football games, for which 
he received the payment of a box of Roi-Tan cigars for the season. By the early fifties, he was doing 
Saint Louis Browns baseball games. Remember them? They moved to Baltimore in the fifties and were 
re-named the Orioles. He also did some Saint Louis Cardinals games in the fifties. 

After his Saint Louis days, Milo worked radio baseball games for Chicago, Pittsburgh, Atlanta, and 
since the mid-eighties, Houston. Chicago was an important part of his career, as he did both White 
Sox and Cubs games. 

I remember (possibly not accurately) listening to Milo do White Sox games on WCEL while I was 
living in Chicago radio range in Grand Rapids, MI. At the time Sox home runs were called “White 
Owl Wallops” by Milo or the lead announcer at the time, Bob Elson. Definite evidence of the good old 
days is that cigars were mentioned on-air positively and legally. Whether cigars contributed to the 
goodness of the good old days is, of course, subject to differences of opinion, some of those opinions 
probably vehement. 

To baseball broadcast fans, an intriguing part of Making Airwaves concerns Milo’s opinions of, and 
history with, the late Harry Caray. If you recognize Harry’s name, I don’t need to further explain 
who he is. Hamilton claims that Caray negatively affected his employment on a number of occasions. 
True or not, there is no evidence in the book of any feelings of good will between these two famous 
broadcasters. 

Sports Milo covered from behind the microphone, in addition to lowa football and the major league 
baseball teams mentioned already, include: Quad Cities, [A minor league baseball, lowa Hawkeye 
basketball, Northwestern football and basketball, Chicago Zephyrs basketball (they were a ‘60’s NBA 
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team that moved to Baltimore as the Bullets, and were later replaced by the Chicago Bulls), DePaul 
basketball, Georgia Tech basketball and football, Ohio State football, Chicago Bulls basketball, and 
Southwestern Conference basketball. 

The highlight of his baseball announcing career was broadcasting Hank Aaron’s home run number 
715, breaking Babe Ruth’s HR record. He also broadcast 11 no-hitters, starting with that of Bobo Hol- 
loman of the Saint Louis Browns in 1953 through the Houston no-hitter in 2003 started by R. Oswalt 
who left the game with an injury and was relieved by 5 pitchers (Munro, Saarloos, Lidge, Dotel, and 
Wagner), holding the Yankees hitless. 

Not many can disagree with Milo’s selection into the Baseball Hall of Fame, the Radio Hall of Fame, 
and two other halls of fame. 

The list of AM stations that Milo broadcast on include a large number of the major voices of the 
nation during the 20" Century. Although there are a few more mentioned, the ones that I am most 
familiar with are WLW, WIND, WCEFL, WSB, KDKA, WGN, KTRH, KMOX, WGST, WHO, and WSUI. 
What a list of legendary stations! He also did a few games on the Mutual Broadcasting System. 

I enjoyed this book immensely as I have invested a lot of time and interest very enjoyably in the 
combination of good old American AM radio and good old baseball. 

Does Milo present himself in the best light? Sure, it is an autobiography and not a confession. But 
he tells his interesting story in a very pleasant way, and I think that most baseball and AM radio fans 
will find it a pleasant reading experience. 

Okay, the book review is over, but let me digress here with a related musing about Chicago baseball 
as well as WCPFL. 

Don’t feel bad, baseball lovers, if, like me, you thought that the Chicago Cubs AM broadcasts were 
always on WGN. They have been on WGN for a very long time, and, as the Tribune Company now 
owns both the Cubs and WGN, the Cubs flagship radio home may be safe for the foreseeable future. 
However, the Tribune Company is thinking of divesting some of its holdings due to hard times in the 
newspaper industry, so who knows? 

The Cubs were on the beautifully call-lettered WIND (beautifully call-lettered! Great phrase, right?) 
for many years before moving to WGN during the mid-fifties. 

My memories of White Sox broadcast history: when I moved to Chicago daytime radio range in 
1956, they were on WCEL. At the time, WCFL was basically a non-network full service broadcaster, 
with sports, music, news, religion, and public service programming, similar to most stations in those 
pre-format pre-narrowcasting days. For a period in the early ‘60s, it had a full time folk music format 
(for a few months during the shindig and hootenanny fad) but kept the Sox. After that, although I was 
no longer in listening range, I am well aware that it became one of the nation’s premier rock and roll 
Top 40 stations, comparable to the great CKLW, WABC, WLS, and others. Subsequently, it became a 
full-time religion station. Now of course WCFL doesn’t exist as a Chicago AM station, and the Chicago 
1000 spot on the dial is WMVP, an ESPN full time sports station. WCFL possibly, in fact probably, had 
other formats during its last 50 years. 

As symbolized by its call letters, WCFL was originally owned by the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
In the sixties and seventies, it had a variety of owners and either was owned by, or owned, the Mutual 
Broadcasting System (which also had a variety of owners before its demise, one owner being the 3M 
company, the Scotch tape folks, although the network was not renamed MMMBS). 

Enough of WCEL, but what happened to the Sox? They fell on hard times as far as fan support in 
the sixties. During the early 70’s, the Sox were on WMAQ, the 670 station that had been a full-service 
and historically prominent NBC station. WMAQ, after the golden age of network radio, was a full- 
time country and western station during the early seventies, morphing into an all-news station. When 
WBBM, also an all-news station, and WMAQ became part of the same company, WMAQ changed call 
letters to WSCR with an all-sports format. 

Before or after the Sox were on WMAQ, the best they could do was WTAQ, LaGrange, a 5000 wat- 
ter for a year or two, not even listenable throughout greater Chicago much of the day or night. Now I 
believe that they are on WMVP, back on 1000. If that is still true, the connection isn’t necessarily very 
permanent as WMVP carried the Bulls for several years, but this NBA season the Bulls flagship station 
is an FMer. The Bulls and the White Sox are owned by the same individual. 

Now a little sidebar about my remembrance of Harry Caray. He was a Saint Louis Cardinals an- 
nouncer for some time. I have heard that he fell out of favor with a powerful member of the Busch 
family, owners of Budweiser and the Cardinals. At any rate, Harry moved to Chicago where eventu- 
ally he became nationally famous as the voice of the Cubs on WGN-TV until his death. Not much 
remembered however, he was the main Sox radio announcer for several years when he first came to 
Chicago probably during the doldrums of the WTAQ days and certainly during some of the WMAQ 
days. So it was very fortunate for him and the Cubs that he moved to WGN and rode the wave of ris- 
ing national popularity of the lovable losers. 
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Saving Radio in the Satellite Era

RADIO is our most intimate medium it wakes 
us in the morning, follows us into the shower, ac- 
companies us during commutes and becomes a 
lifeline in emergencies. But radio is struggling to 
attract and retain an audience. 

Today in Congress, the executives from XM 
and Sirius who propose merging into a $13 billion 
satellite monopoly will argue that consolidation 
offers the best hope for reviving radio. Traditional 
broadcasters also favor consolidation. In October, 
the National Association of Broadcasters asked 
the Federal Communications Commission to relax 
ownership limits in local markets, so companies 
could control yet more stations per town. 

But does anyone believe that consolidation has 
been good for radio? During the past five years, 
I’ve traveled the country asking people to describe 
what has happened to their local stations, and not 
one has told me that radio is better than it was a 
decade ago. Listeners complained that their fa- 
vorite local D.J.’s, talk show hosts and reporters 
have disappeared, replaced by syndicated shows, 
automated programs, predictable song cycles and 
endless commercials. 

Before the Telecommunications Act of 1996, 
which allowed a company to own up to eight ra- 
dio stations in a single market and an unlimited 
number nationwide, one could hear the sounds of 
Chicago, Philadelphia, New Orleans and Seattle 
through their local radio stations. Today, big-brand 
stations dominate the dial coast to coast. Radio no 
longer makes our hometowns feel like home. 

Satellite radio companies grew during the 
1990s by delivering refreshingly uninhibited 
content, mostly commercial-free. Although ter- 
restrial broadcasters prevented XM and Sirius 
from providing local news and programming, 
the “satcasters” attracted more than 13 million 
paying customers. But start-up costs were high, 
and despite estimated 2006 revenues of more than 
$600 million at Sirius and $900 million at XM, both 
companies are running net deficits and their stock 
values are down. 

The XM-Sirius deal is timed to win approval 
from the Republican-controlled F.C.C. and slip 
past a Democratic Congress promising to redress 
the problems borne of media consolidation. But it 
won't be an easy sell. The same broadcast radio 
companies that lobbied to turn their own industry 


into a field of giants are opposed to consolidation in 
another. The National Association of Broadcasters 
has raised concerns about diversity and competi- 
tion, and the F.C.C. is signaling its skepticism. If the 
merger is approved, it would (and should) come 
with conditions regarding space for public service 
and independent programming. 

The more urgent challenge is to begin searching 
for alternate ways to revive radio. Consolidation is 
not the only option. Today broadcast stations are 
beginning to convert their signals to the digital 
spectrum, which allows for each owner to operate 
multiple stations in the same space. To date, the 
FE.C.C. has imposed few restrictions on the way 
radio stations use these new outlets. The commis- 
sion is both giving away a precious public resource 
and squandering a historic opportunity to enliven 
the airwaves. 

Fortunately, there is a solution: Require every 
station that wants to add to its holdings to broad- 
cast a minimum level of original, live and local 
material. This proposal is based on one of the most 
successful broadcast policies in American history. 
In the 1960s, when the F.C.C. opened the FM dial, 
AM stations rushed to acquire licenses but then 
simulcast the same shows they were already play- 
ing. This was not what regulators had in mind, so 
they ruled that FM stations had to play original 
content on at least half of their programming 
hours. Because radio companies didn’t want to 
invest much in FM, they ceded control of their 
studios to young people and amateur broadcast- 
ers. The result was the advent of free-form music 
radio, with programs so fresh and compelling that 
listeners flocked to FM and stayed there at least 
until corporate broadcasters standardized it, too. 

It’s time for Congress and the F.C.C. to consider 
policy ideas intended to serve the public interest, 
like requiring broadcast radio stations to air origi- 
nal programming on the new digital stations, or 
allowing satellite companies to run local news, talk 
and music. Mega-mergers are unlikely to provide 
any real benefits to citizens and consumers. Why 
resort to even more consolidation when we already 
know it doesn’t work?

I’ve built a Beverage beamed due E from my house in Hawaiian Paradise Park. Currently at 1000 
feet, it is unterminated as there is room for at least another 500 feet. When finished, I’ll probably add 
a resistor, but ground rods will be impossible in the lava terrain. It is strung on trees at an average 8 
feet to 10 feet above ground and uses #14 insulated stranded wire. It produces spectacularly loud, 
noise-free signals, and, as expected, it is highly directional to Mexico (I am at 20 degrees N, level with 
southern Mexico), the West Indies (my old listening favorite WDHP-1620 US VI is back at booming 
strength, also PJB-800 and several Cubans) and the U. S. East Coast (WFAN-660, WLW-700, WGY-810, 
CFRB-1010, KDKA-1020, WBZ-1030, KYW-1060, WTAM-1100, WPHT-1210, WQEW-1560). Stations 
in other directions are heard, e. g. Brazil-1280 and some Asians, but undesired stations, especually 
Oahu and Maui, are mostly weaker or absent, e. g. XEW-900 often dominates KNUI, and Mexicans 
dominate several regional channels, such as 950 and 1250 and even 620 when XESS eclipses my local 
KIPA. Being a long antenna, this east Beverage shows much greater signal stength on the low end of 
the band, with new loggings on 530 and 540 and its greater directionality eliminating or weakening 
unwanted stations in the Pacific Northwest like KXL-750. Now I need an antenna phasing unit. If you 
have one for sale, please write. 

(Part Two) 

There is nothing more exciting than building a Beverage in 300- 500-foot daily increments and, 
that night, watching it gain in signal strength and directionality while losing man-made noise. The E. 
Beverage now stands at 1800 feet, and there is still room for more before I borrow a battery-operated 
soldering iron, add a 560-ohm resistor, and add a final quarter-length termination as suggested in the 
“DX’er’s Technical Guide”. People in Hawaii talk about the mainland, but if you travel due east from 
here, you reach Mexico, southern Mexico, not the U. S. (Hilo is at 20 degrees N). This due-east antenna 
proves that. Clear channels once existed, and the Mexican traditional clears are still the loudest here: 
540, 690, 730, 800, 900, 940, 1050, 1220, and 1570. But, on the east Beverage, traditional U.S. clear chan- 
nels now show a Mexican, often equal or superior in strength, to the U. S. station(s) there. Not all yet 
indentifed, they include 640, 660, 680, 710, 740, 750, 770, 810, 820, 830, 870 (I’m working hard on ID’ing 
that one, as everything listed is low-powered), 1000, 1010, 1030, 1060, 1070, 1100 (often drowning KFAC- 
CA), 1120, 1130, 1140, 1190, 1200 (where tiny XEPAS from a remote location on the west coast of BDX 
profits from its water path to equal WOAI), 1510, 1530, etc. XE graveyarders, again not all yet ID’ed, 
often dominate some or all GY’s. As there are now XE’s on all channels from 540 to 160 and on 1630 
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and 1700, I should be able, sooner or later, to ID at least one Mexican on every such frequency, and I 
have already heard the Mexican anthem on most, e. g. 590. Now that Hawaiian and even Hilo locals 
are not a significant problem, likewise man-made noise, a quick check of certain frequencies shows 
prevailing conditions; 870 to check WWL (now one of my loudest mainland stations) vs. Cuba, 1200 for 
XEPAS v. WOAI, 1220 XEB vs. Rio, 1620 WDHP vs. KSMH-CA and WTAW-TX. For conditions favor- 
ing different parts of the U.S., I check 700 for KUSE-TX, WLW-OH, KALL-UT, or something else; 1100 
for WITAM-1100 vs. KFAX-CA; 810 for WGY vs KGO; 1560 for WQEW vs. KNZR-CA. And for eastern 
vs. western Canada, my one beacon so far is 1010 for CFRB vs. CBR. So far I have heard nothing from 
Central America, the Domincan Republic, Hairi, or Puerto Rico. Perhaps adding the resistor and ter- 
mination, improving directionality and possibly eliminating the northern or western U. S. mainland, 
will bring those much-wanted countries.

Just for the heck of it, thought I would take a trip on the Way Back Machine. Not that I am stuck in 
the past mind you, but, once ina while, it’s fun to remember what DX was like, well — way back. The 
date was Monday Morning October 30, 1967 when I was a 17-year-old high-school junior living with 
my parents in my hometown of Hyannis here on Cape Cod, MA. I had recently purchased my first 
serious receiver, a Hammurland HQ-129-X, from the late Roy Millar in Marysville, WA. My antenna 
was a longwire about 120 feet in length, about 20 feet above the ground, running from the top of my 
parents’ garage out to a tree behind the house. I had also recently purchased a Lafayette reel-to-reel 
tape recorder and had discovered that, at 1-7/8 ips, a 3600 foot reel of tape would record for 6 hours 
unattended. So, I picked a frequency, 1460 kHz, started the tape recorder at 2350 EST and went to sleep. 
Monday afternoon I hurried home from school and rewound the tape. Here are the results. Initially, the 
dominant station was WOKO Albany, NY which signed off at midnight and thus opened up the chan- 
nel for more distant DX. Next to rise to the top was first-time heard KSO in Des Moines, IA with local 
weather & ID at 12:06am. This catch was quickly followed at 12:07am with WBNS in Columbus, OH. 
Over the next hour KSO and WBNS took turns atop the channel. Then, at 1:06am, another new catch in 
CJOY from Guelph, ON rose to the top with local news and weather and then promptly signed off at 
1:07am. Ya gotta love it when a station fades in, gives a detailed ID, and then signs off thus clearing the 
way for someone else! Next to appear on 1460 was 500-watt KYSN in Colorado Springs, CO at 1:34am 
with local news, weather, and a clear ID — another new catch. Underneath KYSN I noted an unknown 
station playing Top 40 hits. This station was heard for over an hour — mostly under, but occasionally 
over KYSN. Finally, at 2:47 am, between songs I clearly heard a jingle “Kay-Dawn Number One.” It 
was KDON in Salinas, CA for my first (and only) reception of CA on a regional channel. Quite a thrill! 
So, that was it — from Albany, NY to Salinas, CA — with stops in Guelph, Columbus, Des Moines, and 
Colorado Springs — all on 1460 kHz! Yes, my friends, those WERE the days! 73 & Good DX. (Thanks, 
Marc, and good hearing from you!-DWS)

KEEN 1370 San Jose, 
KENO-1460 Las Vegas; it was a real fun time. Alas, college came along and took me to Memphis for 
a few years and then to California to follow my career in television. But in all the years I kept up my 
NRC membership, and even though listening to distant stations has become more difficult with the 
boring AN talk shows and Disney Radio with no ID’s, it is still fascinating when you reel one in. This 
year’s big catch was finally hearing KTNN under a weakened WFAN. Big disappointments include 
the loss of old friends from Canada, the PEI’s am’ers and the CBC in NB...all gone.
